Americans still trust 
Obama more than 
GOP, findings show 


Washington 

Republicans made major gains in 
the November elections, but they 
have yet to win the hearts and 
minds of the American people, 
according to a Washington Post- 
ABC News poll released Tuesday. 

The midterm elections — in 
which Republicans gained 63 seats 
to take control of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and added six seats 
to their Senate minority — were 
widely seen as a rebuke to Presi- 
dent Obama. Still, the public now 
trusts Obama marginally more 
than congressional Republicans 
to deal with the country’s main 
problems, 43 to 38 percent. 

The poll suggests that the elec- 
tion results may have been a vote 
against the status quo, but it was 
not a mandate for the GOP. The 
survey also underscores the degree 
to which Americans are conflicted 
about who they believe is setting 
the agenda in Washington. 

The president’s narrow advan- 



tage is a striking contrast to the 
public’s mood at this time in 1994 
and 2006, the last two midterms 
when one or both chambers of Con- 
gress changed hands. 

After Democrats won back the 
House and Senate four years ago, 
they had a big lead over President 
George W. Bush when it came to 
big issues. Similarly, after the GOP’s 
1994 landslide, people expressed far 
more confidence in Republicans 
than in President Bill Clinton.

Stand-alone bill could 
push Senate to vote 
on military policy

In a new showdown, the House this 
week will take up a bill that would 
overturn the military’s “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy on gays. Dem- 
ocratic leader Steny Hoyer said 
Tuesday. 

The move would put pressure on 
the Senate to delay its adjournment 
plans and take up a stand-alone 
repeal bill sponsored last week by 
Sens. Susan Collins, R-Maine, and 
Joe Lieberman, I-Conn. 

Repeal advocates see this week 
as their last best shot at overturn- 
ing “don’t ask, don’t tell,” which 
bars gay troops from acknowledg- 
ing their sexual orientation.

Cold snap threatens 
harvest, drives rush 
to save state’s crops

St. Petersburg, Fla. 

Dozens of helicopters whir above 
Florida’s valuable and sensitive 
veggie crops, sent up by farmers 
worried that an uncommon freeze 
could wipe out their harvests. 

The choppers hover low over 
fields in the early morning hours to 
push warmer air closer to the plants 
— and, the farmers hope, save the 
plants from a deadly frost. 

Farmers are nervous because 
an 11-day freeze in January wiped 





Citrus farmers are using heaters to 
warm the air near tree trunks. 

Gov. Charlie Crist on Sun- 
day declared a state of emergen- 
cy because of the threat of severe 
crop damage. And when Florida’s 
crops die, shoppers pay more at the 
grocery store because replacement 
produce is usually imported. 

Temperatures are expected to 
dip into the teens in north Flori- 
da, and in the high 20s in central 
and South Florida. Temperatures 
between 60 to 78 degrees are more 
common this time of year. 

“Virtually everything is in

Italian leader survives 
political crisis with 
2 votes of confidence

Silvio Berlusconi pulled off another 
astonishing escape from the politi- 
cal dead, scraping through two con- 
fidence votes Tuesday in a dramat- 
ic parliamentary showdown. But 
the Italian leader’s hold on power 
remains precarious as his razor- 
thin victory makes political grid- 
lock a near certainty — and vio- 
lent street protests show growing 
unease with his rule. 


Masked protesters torched cars 
and trash bins; smashed shop win- 
dows; and clashed with police. 
Clouds of white tear gas and orange 
flares engulfed streets, as shops 
full of Christmas goods hurried- 
ly closed down. Employees at one 
bank cowered in fear as a group of 
stone-throwing youths swept by. 

Protesters rampaged in the area 
around parliament and Berlusco- 
ni’s residence, which had been cor- 
doned off by police. By sundown, 
almost 100 people, both protesters 
and police, were reported injured, 
including about two dozen who were 
hospitalized. About 40 were report- 
edly taken into custody. 


Surviving the Vote 

Weakened by sex 
scandals and a bit- 
ter breakup with 
his one-time clos- 
est ally, Gianfran- 
co Fini, Berlusconi 
seemed destined to be sent packing. 
But he battled back, as he has count- 
less times when his political career 
seemed to be on the ropes. Tuesday 
confirmed his status as the ultimate 
political survivor — but he emerges 
from the battle weakened, and one 
top opposition lawmaker called his 
success a “Pyrrhic victory." (ap) 


In the most dramatic and clos- 
est of the two tests, Berlusconi sur- 
vived the no-confidence motion in 
the lower house by just three votes. 
Scuffles between lawmakers forced 
a brief suspension in the voting ses- 
sion.

WikiLeaks founder 
to remain in eustody 
for at least 48 hours 

London 

A British judge granted Julian 
Assange bail on Tuesday, but the 
WikiLeaks founder will remain in 
custody for at least another 48 hours 
after Swedish prosecutors said they 
would challenge the decision. 

Assange, a 39-year-old Austra- 
lian, has already spent a week in a 
U.K. jail after his surrender to police 
in a Swedish sex-crimes investiga- 
tion. He denies any wrongdoing, 
and his lawyers say he plans to fight 
Sweden’s extradition request. 

Britain’s High Court will hear 
the Swedish appeal, although it 
wasn’t immediately clear when. 

Assange’s lawyer Mark Ste- 
phens said his client’s relief at the 
bail decision had already evap- 
orated, calling it “unfortunate”

Japan PM visits site 
of mass grave, vows 
to find more bodies

In a rare visit to Iwo Jima, Japan’s 
prime minister offered prayers 
Tuesday at two recently discov- 
ered mass graves and vowed to 
find the more-than 12,000 fallen 
soldiers whose bodies have yet to be 
recovered from the remote island 
where some of World War II’s fierc- 
est fighting took place. 

Kneeling in a deep pit with doz- 
ens of remains spread out before 
him, Naoto Kan clasped his hands 
in prayer and then helped search- 
ers exhume a badly decayed set of 
bones swathed in a faded green 
body bag. Workers said it was one 
of more than 20 found on Tues- 
day alone. 

“We will examine every grain 
of sand,” Kan said, adding he had 
wanted to visit the island since 
the discovery in August of the 
mass graves. 

Now known in Japan as loto 
— that was what the island was 


called by residents before the war 
— Iwo Jima was the site of one of 
the most fateful and iconic battles 
in the Pacific and helped turn the 
tide against the Japanese. 

Iwo Jima has been gener- 
ally ignored since the war, has 
been left largely untouched and 
is now uninhabited except for a 
few hundred troops at a small 
Japanese military outpost. Kan 
is only the second prime minister 
to visit the island. Junichiro Koi- 
zumi was the first, five years ago.

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Howard to Cut Programs 



University will offer 
streamlined majors, 
refocus on research 

Washington 

Howard University is conclud- 
ing the broadest academic review 
in its 143 -year history, hoping to 
shed weak programs and bolster 
strong ones in order to compete in 
the increasingly fierce contest for 
America’s top black scholars. 

Howard offers 171 academic pro- 
grams, an uncommonly large num- 
ber for a university of 10,500 stu- 
dents. The range is a product of the 
institution’s historic role as the epi- 
center of African American scholar- 
ship. But university leaders believe 
that the sheer number of offerings 
has become unwieldy, draining 
resources better spent pursuing 
excellence in core areas. 

Howard will still turn out many 
of the nation’s African American 
doctors and dentists, psychologists 
and engineers. But the university 
is considering cutting its under- 
graduate programs in philosophy, 
anthropology, the classics and even 


African studies — a specialty with 
symbolic importance to many in 
the Howard community. 

Altogether, Howard President 
Sidney Ribeau has proposed clos- 
ing or reducing 20 undergraduate 
degree programs and at least that 
many graduate programs. 

“You can’t do everything at 
once,” said Ribeau, who became the 
university’s president in 2008. 

Critics “make the arguments 
that without Howard, their disci- 
plines would not be as diverse,” said 


Alvin Thornton, a renowned How- 
ard scholar who led the academic 
review under Ribeau. “The question 
is: Can Howard continue to be the 
source of that diversity across such 
a broad list of disciplines?” 

The final academic renewal plan 
will be published next month. It 
will refocus Howard on research 
that resonates among Africans and 
African Americans: clean water; 
AIDS and cancer; urban educa- 
tion and public policy, (the Wash- 
ington POST) 


Medevac Crash Survivor Sues Government for $50M

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Holbrooke’s death 
leaves a major void 
in U.S. war efforts 
in Afghanistan 

Washington 

President Obama and his advisers gath- 
ered at the White House on Tuesday to 
review U.S. strategy in Afghanistan, a 
day after Richard C. Holbrooke, spe- 
cial envoy to the region, died of compli- 
cations from a torn aorta. His absence 
leaves a major void in what has always 
been the most difficult aspect of a high- 
risk, high-stakes war. 

Tactical military gains have given 
the administration optimism that Tal- 
iban momentum, if not yet reversed, 
has been stalled. The Afghan army, 
while still shaky, is growing in size 
and ability. 

But progress in creating a viable 
and sustainable Afghan government 
and economy, despite the expenditure 
of billions of dollars and the efforts of 
more than 1,000 U.S. officials on the 
ground, has been an uphill battle, and 
President Hamid Karzai has been an 
erratic partner. Meanwhile, neigh- 
boring Pakistan’s stability and deter- 
mination to rout al-Qaeda and Tali- 
ban insurgents from border regions 
remain uncertain. 


A ‘Giant’ Loss 

A foreign policy adviser to four 
Democratic presidents, Richard Hol- 
brooke was a towering, one-of-a-kind 
presence who helped define Ameri- 
can national security strategy over 40 
years and three wars by connecting 
Washington politicians with New York 
elites and influential figures in capitals 
worldwide. He seemed to live on air- 
planes and move with equal confidence 
through Upper East Side cocktail par- 
ties, the halls of the White House and 
the slums of Pakistan. 

Holbrooke’s mostsignificant 
achievement occurred in 1995, at 
Wright-Patterson Air Force Base out- 
side Dayton, Dhio, when he forged a 
deal among bitter rivals to end three 
years of bloody sectarian war in the for- 
mer Yugoslavia that killed an estimat- 
ed 100,000 people. The talks, which 
lasted 20 days, would not have taken 
place had he notspentthree months 
shuttling among the principal Serbian, 
Croatian and Muslim leaders to cajole, 
arm-twist and threaten, while also em- 
ploying the bone-jarring power of U.S.- 
led NATDairstrikes. 

President Obama praised him as “a 
true giant of American foreign policy 
who has made America stronger, safer 
and more respected." (twp)

Holbrooke was well regarded in 
Pakistan but viewed with suspicion in 
Afghanistan. In Islamabad Tuesday, Pak- 
istani Foreign Minister Shah Mahmood 
Qureshi said the diplomat’s death, at age 
69, “has left a huge vacuum.” 

But in Kabul, Karzai’s legal advis- 
er complained that Holbrooke viewed 
Afghanistan’s problems through the 
prism of its neighbor. “He was paying 
more attention to Pakistan and India 
rather than Afghanistan,” said the 
adviser, Nasrullah Stanikzai. 

Holbrooke’s death is the latest com- 
plication in an effort plagued by unre- 
liable partners, reluctant allies and an 
increasingly skeptical American public. 
Operating from a suite of offices on the 
State Department’s ground floor, he per- 
sonally collected his staff from through- 
out the government and far beyond. He 
gathered academics and experts from 


think tanks and academia, steeped in 
the region and its history, language and 
culture. He was the glue that held the 
enterprise together, and his absence is 
likely to increase the already formidable 
challenge the administration faces. 

Holbrooke persistently pressed 
Karzai — often to the point of risk- 
ing their relationship — to end the 
kickbacks and bribes that plague his 
government. But efforts to substitute 
Afghanistan’s widespread opium crop 
with wheat ran into opposition from 
farmers, a fall in international grain 
prices and attacks from the Taliban. 

Even in the end, his final thoughts 
were on the war. As Holbrooke was 
sedated for heart surgery this weekend, 
family members said, his final words 
— said in jest — were to his Pakistani 
surgeon: “You’ve got to stop this war in 
Afghanistan.” (the wAsninGTON post) 


STATUS REPORT 

President Obama’s Afghanistan war review will conclude the United States has made 
enough security gains to begin withdrawing troops in July, but the findings will also em- 
phasize lasting troubles, from Afghanistan’s ability to serve its people to Pakistani havens 
for extremists. In a detailed preview of statements Obama will make Thursday, White 
House press secretary Robert Gibbs said the yearlong review of Obama’s war plan will of- 
fer no surprise. The president plans to stick with his pledge to start drawing home troops 
next summer after ordering one year ago that 30,000 more troops be sent to Afghanistan 
to blunt the Taliban’s momentum. The goal of coalition forces is to shift control to Afghan 
security forces by the end of 2014. A summary of the classified war report is expected to

The Capitals face

The NFL has been a big hit 
with HBO for years with the 
groundbreaking reality program 
“Hard Knocks.” 

Now, it’s the NHL’s turn. And 
right in the center of the new HBO 
series are the two players you’d 
most expect: Alex Ovechkin and 
Sidney Crosby. 

In preparation for Wednesday 
night’s premier episode of “24/7 
Penguins-Capitals: Road to the 
Winter Classic,” cameras have 
been following the Capitals since 
early December. The first episode 
will air at 10 p.m., just after the 


Caps seek to snap a six-game 
losing skid when hosting the 
Anaheim Ducks. 

Each hour-long episode 
promises to bring a unique look into 
the daily dealings of the two teams 
set to meet on New Year’s Day at 
Heinz Field in Pittsburgh.

Album Review 

If you’ve ever dreamed of Michael 
Jackson singing into your answer- 
ing machine, then you have a rea- 
son to pick up “Michael,” the first 
posthumous album from a singer 
who’s sold more than 35 million 
albums worldwide since his sudden 
death in the summer of 2009. 

On the album’s fourth track, 
“(I Like) The Way You Love Me,” 
that angelic voice comes trick- 
ling from the speakers, small and 
scratchy in what appears to be a 
voice-mail message to himself — 
a quick melodic sketch and some 
beat-boxing for Jackson to revisit 
once he gets home from a busy day 
of shopping, or roller-coaster rid- 
ing, or whatever the lost pop genius 
was doing in his final days. 

It’s a rare glimpse into Jack- 
son’s working process, one of the 
countless facets of his life that he 
carefully hid from the public eye. 
But when the song blooms into a 
glossy, full-bodied studio track, 
the sputtery, beat-boxed rhythm 
is immediately ditched for a fee- 
ble drumbeat. Someone else is at 
the controls. 

That moment captures the 
debate surrounding this 10 -track 


the voices on “Michael” are actu- 
ally Michael’s. 

Either way, it doesn’t matter. 
The real Michael Jackson was a 
perfectionist who loved to bur- 
nish every note that came out of 
his lungs. Just as last year’s “This 
Is It” was a concert film culled from 
rehearsal footage Jackson would 
never want us to see, “Michael” 
is an album of unfinished songs 
that Jackson would never want 
us to hear.

DVD Set Review 

In one of cinema’s most glaring 
ironies, the creators of the Mon- 
kees — the “Prefab Four” whose 
TV series epitomized all that was 
square about the Establishment’s 
appropriation of ’60s countercul- 
ture — essentially bankrolled a very 
real counterculture. Producers Bob 
Rafelson and Bart Schneider cre- 
ated the fictitious rock quartet in 


1966, and by 1968 they were mak- 
ing their first film, “Head,” a mind 
trip that disman- 
tled the Monkees’ 
mythos. 

“Head” was the 
first film released by 
what would become 
known as BBS, gov- 
erned by Rafelson, 
Schneider and Steve Blauner, but 
guided by filmmakers such as Jack 


Nicholson and Dennis Hopper. 

Criterion’s excellent new set, “Lost 
& Found in America,” collects seven 
of BBS’s eight releases, from “Head” 
in 1968 through “The King of Mar- 
vin Gardens” in 1972. The films in 
between, including “The Last Pic- 
ture Show” and “Easy Rider,” make 
up the first swell of the American 
NewWave of filmmaking. 

Hopper’s debut, “Easy Rider,” 
remains particularly relevant in its 


depiction of America as a country in 
constant conflict with itself Peter 
Fonda and Hopper’s protagonists 
are antiheroes: two hippie bikers 
who score a big drug deal, then 
ride cross-country to retire in Flor- 
ida.

take on a computer 

Preview 

The game show “Jeopardy!” will 
pit man versus machine this win- 
ter in a competition that will show 
how successful scientists are in cre- 
ating a computer that can mimic 
human intelligence. 

Two of the venerable game 
show’s most successful champi- 
ons — Ken Jennings and Brad Rut- 
ter — will play two games against 
“Watson,” a computer program 
developed by IBM’s artificial intel- 
ligence team. The matches will be 
spread over three days that will 
air Feb. 14-16, the game show said 
on Tuesday.

The competition is reminis- 
cent of when IBM developed a 
chess-playing computer to com- 
pete against chess champion Garry 
Kasparov in 1997. 


“Watson” is named for IBM 
founder Thomas J. Watson. IBM 
said its on-screen appearance will 
be represented by a round avatar. 

The computer has already been 
tested in about 50 games against 
past “Jeopardy!” champions. But 
neither IBM nor “Jeopardy!” rep- 
resentatives would say what “Wat- 
son’s” record was. 

The winner gets a $1 million 
prize. IBM said it would donate its 
winnings to charity, while Jennings 
and Rutter said they would give 
half of their prize money away. 

Jennings had the game show’s 
longest winning streak, taking 74 
games in a row during the 2004- 
2005 season. Rutter has won more 
money than any other “Jeopardy” 
player, nearly $3.3 million during 
his original appearance and three 
subsequent tournaments, (ap)
